The party waa composed of Miss 
Mary Clark and her visitor, Miss Vir- 
ginia Booth, of Lawreneeborg, Ky..

They were out early in 
the evening hi Dr. T. W. Blakey's 
new 40 h. p. Cadillac car. They had 
gone out on the Clarksville pike as 
faraoMr. H.I. Mlnty's farm, and 
when they got to or near the Clark's 
branch bridge at a short turn in the 
road tbe machine got from under 
the control of Mr. Bell, who was 
driving. It ia supposed that in his 
efforts to stop the car he put bis 
foot on tbe wrong pedal. The ma- 
chine started forward with a bound, 
skidded as the turn in the road was 
made and the guard raH to front 
struck a telephone pole. Fortunate- 
ly the pole waa a small one and pret- 
ty weU rottod. tbe goard rail bent 
and the right spring struck the tele- 
phone pole and broke it off. The 
ear never itopptd. but ran up an 
embankment about seven feet high, 
riglUjd itself and straddled a hedge 
fanee, following it for about one 
hundred feet and turned into a to- 
bacco patch, when it stopped.

She was 
kept in her b< d for a day or so, and 
the swelling has not yet altogether 
disappeared. Misa Clark was bruiaed 
aid scratched by the briars and had 
to remain in bed a day or two. 

Mr. Blakey was pretty Ladly 
bruised and scratched.

It certainly stood a fine test 
Monday. The mud shields uii the 
left wide were slightly bent when the 
machine turned on one Me, the left 
running board will have to be re- 
placed, the left front .-spring has to 
be trued up and a new guard rail 
put in. and the machine will be as 
good aa ever.
